In handling chemical weed killers, you need to know 
when and how to use them. What kinds of weeds are 
vou dealing with? Do you want to rid an area of weeds 
without stifling the grass or shrubbery, or do you want 
to sterilize an area, see that nothing grows on it?

Two common weed killers 


The most commonly used chemical weed killers are 
2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. 

The first penetrates beyond the leaves and tops of the 
veed to its roots. It does not harm ordinary grass, but 

will damage broadleaved plants, such as shrubs, trees, 
zinnias, marigolds, and geraniums. This compound, an 
organic acid derived from synthetic coal tar, is most 
effective with weeds in the early stage of their develop- 
ment. Usually you'll need more than one application to 
get rid of weeds altogether. If you try 2,4-D on peren 
nial weeds, this is especially true 

The 2,4,5-T works against brush and saplings. It’s 
used extensively along roadsides and rights-of-way, in 
brush areas and forests. 

In ester form, both 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T are volatile.

11 Rules for Mower Safety 


POWER MOWERS take the drudgery 
out of grounds care. They save you 
time and money if they’re operated 
and maintained by people who know 
what they’re doing. 

Here are 11 rules of power mow- 
er safety from the California Divi- 
sion of Industrial Safety. 

1. Wear safety 
guards. 


shoes or toe 


2. Be sure you know how to dis- 
engage the clutch or stop the motor 
quickly in case of emergency. Stop 
the motor whenever you leave the 
mower. 

3. Keep in step with the mower 
for perfect control. If you lag be- 
hind or let the machine pull you, the 
machine will run you, rather than 
you it. 

4. If you have to work on the 
underside of the mower, or if the 
blades are clogged and jammed, dis 
connect the spark plug wire. Never 
attempt to remove any object from 
the motor until the motor has been 
stopped and the spark plug shorted 
out or disconnected. 

5. Make sure of your footing. 
Never pull the mower toward you 
on an incline. 
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6. Inspect the lawn before you 
begin to mow it. 

7. Shut off the mower before 
moving from one level to another. 

8. Wear safety goggles to protect 
your eyes from flying particles. 

9. Keep fuel stored in an ap- 
proved metal safety container. Store 
fuel in a well-ventilated area. Do 
not refuel when the engine is hot 
or still running. 

10. Don’t use the mower when the 
grass is wet. See that electric mow- 
ers have the frames grounded 
through the cords. 

11. Have the mower inspected 
periodically and kept in good repair 
by a qualified serviceman.

It revealed that 
fewer than half the accident victims 
were actually mowing lawns when 
they were injured.

They may harm surrounding vege- 
tation and foliage unless used under 
prescribed conditions. Be sure, be- 
fore spraying with them, you protect 
surrounding shrubbery. Above all, 
beware of winds that may cause 
drift and harm crops a good distance 
away. 

It may be wise, if you're in an 
area where the value of neighboring 
crops warrants it, to use ammonium 
sulfamate. While it’s more expen- 
sive, it’s less volatile, consequently 
safer, than most weed killers. 

Another way of getting around 
volatility is to use 2,4-D in its amine 
salts form provided that conditions 
favor rapid growth. Without such 
conditions, amine salts have little 
effect. You can apply amine salts 
only with water. Esters can be ap 
plied with either water or oil 


Five effective killers 


Erbon, monuron, and diuron kill 
all plant life for at least one grow 
ing season, and sometimes when 
conditions are right for two or three 
seasons. 

Dalapon kills grass outright, is 
very effective in clearing drainage 
ditches. Erbon, a combination of 
molecules of 2,4,5-T 
kills vegetation and _ sterilizes the 
soil against future growth.

Chief pest: crab grass 


Probably the leading weed pest is 
crab grass. Usually, crab grass seeds 
germinate late in the spring and 
grow rapidly, often crowding out 
good grass. 

The fundamentals of good grass 
planning and care may help you 
minimize, even eliminate, the crab 
grass nuisance. You'll find calcium 
cyanamid handy for killing crab 
grass or other weed seeds in the 
soil.

A MILLION FIRES— 


and How To Prevent Them 


[He 1960 Short Course in Industrial Fire Preventior 
at the University of Maryland was in its second day 
Outside the Fire -ngineering Building a siren shrilled

Losses run large 

“Another brush fire” is old stuff to many industrial 
hremen and to all public fire departments. Nearly a 
million outdoor fires a year—in brush, rubbish, forests, 
and grass—threaten U.S. industry, stores, institutions, 
and homes. 

Forest fire losses run perhaps $40 to $45 million an- 
nually, according to the National Fire Protection Asso 
ciation. There’s no way to estimate losses from rubbish, 
grass, and brush fires, or from other fires due chiefly 
to outdoor housekeeping conditions. Some of these 
losses, however, run large. 

Yet managements as a whole tend to overlook the 
danger. They settle plants in rural areas—we’ve seen 
them even in deep woods—without bothering to make 
sure of enough water to fight fires. They let scrap 
lumber, piles of paper, even flammable scrap metal, ac- 
cumulate in yards and grounds. They don’t worry when 
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veeds and brush grow close to wooden sheds. If they 
do arrange for outside hydrants or standpipes, thev’re 
likely to shut off water flow during cold weather. 


Examples from industry 


Take these two examples, which OccuPATIONAL 
HAZARDS editors have seen for themselves : 

> A toy manufacturer started in a small town a few 
vears ago, did so well he decided to move out into the 
country where he’d have more room to expana. His 
new plant sits in a grass-grown area several miles from 
the nearest volunteer fire company—which is not sub- 
ject to call by radio. Woods grow close behind the 
concrete-and-frame buildings. 

Plant water comes from deep wells. Pumps can’t 
supply enough to fight a major fire. There are no out 
door hydrants, no standpipes, no sprinklers. More than 
a quarter mile away, across a major highway and a 
high, rocky bluff, is a river. 

While rains fall fairly often during a normal spring 
ind summer, the district has gone through many pe- 
riods of month-long drouth. Trees, grass, and shrubs 
have withered in 100-degree heat. In the winter, the 
river occasionally freezes solid. Temperatures fre- 
quently hit 20 below. During the winter of 1959-60, 
the highway twice was blocked by snow ; no traffic could 
move on it for many hours.

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Scrap wood litters the ground behind the plant. Ship- 
ping cartons and packing are stored in flammable build 
ings. Small effort is made to control weed growth dur 
ing the spring, summer, and fall. 

So far, the plant has been lucky. It hasn’t had a fire. 
But tomorrow, or next month. . 

®& A roofing manufacturer has a mill 5 miles from 
the nearest town, 7 miles from the nearest fire depart 
ment. The mill handles great quantities of paper, as 
phalt, cardboard. It has a great deal of equipment that 
operates at high temperatures. 

Plenty of water is available. Several outdoor hydrants 
will connect to fire department hose. A giant water 
tower maintains pressure. The main _ building 
sprinklered. 

Outdoors, in huge stacks that contain never less than 
100 tons of stock, is stored the paper used to make 
roofing. A wooded area almost surrounds the plant 
Close to the building, the ground is bare in some spots, 
grassy in others. The paper stacks come within a fe 
feet of a high, flammable addition to the main structur 
There are no outdoor sprinklers. 

In the winter, the hydrants are shut off. What would 
happen then, or during weekends or holidays. if fire 
broke out in the outdoor area, nobody knows. Add 
another hazard to those we’ve suggested: Close to the 
plant and its outdoor stockpiles of waste paper is 
grain elevator and feed mill. Fire in the elevator would 
ilmost certainly spread to the paper and the roofing 


plant. 


What happens when plants don’t abide by reasonable 
standards of outdoor housekeeping was grimly illus 
trated at the Wagemaker Co. boatvard, Grand Rapids, 
Mich. 

On February 19, 1957, Wagemaker had 1,200 boat 
hulls piled four high in a 25,000-square-foot storage 
vard. No clear space was left between the yard fences 
and the stored hulls. Boats even blocked the vard driv. 
ways, except for a single 25-foot-wide roadway that 
split the storage area down the middle. The hulls wer 
packed in excelsior, waterproof paper, and wood crat 
ing. 

Apparently somebody tossed a lighted cigarette over 
a fence and into the vard. An employee found a fire in 
a pile of boats that stood against the fence. Yard work 
ers used first aid portable extinguishers, but wind 
spread the blaze fast. 

The yard had no fire hose, no hydrants, no standpipe. 
When the city department arrived, firemen had to lay a 
quarter mile of hose to reach public water supplies. 
Loss : $725,000. 


Records like this aren’t unusual. You can find them in 
the fire reports of almost any town. They point out two 
lessons: 

1. Have enough of the right kind of equipment to 
protect materials stored outdoors against fire, regardless 
of the weather. 

2. Follow the rules of good outdoor housekeep 
ing. @ @

It’s part of 
your job as an industrial safety man. 


Three steps you can take 


If vour plant doesn’t have enough fire protection, 
what can you do? 

lirst, choose a fire chief who can handle men, who 
can train men, who can build up their interest in fire 
safety. Pick fire brigade members for their reliability, 
nearness to especially hazardous areas in the plant, and 


willingness to do a rather dangerous job. The size of 
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your plant and the number and kinds of fire hazards 


it has must dictate how many men you need for your 
brigade 

Second, see that plenty of firefighting equipment, 
right for your plant needs, is available and kept in top 
working condition. Choose the best extinguishers for 
the particular types of fires you may have. Locate them 
close to the dangers they’re designed to combat. If 
you're doubtful as to what equipment you should have, 
your local fire department, your insurance inspector, or 
your State fire marshal can help you. So can fire pro 
tection equipment manufacturers and distributors. 

Third, fire brigade training should be kept up con 
sistently, not allowed to peter out simply because no 
fires have occurred. Teach firemen how to use the 
equipment you have. Set up mock fires frequently. 
lalk often about the causes and methods of control of 
all kinds of fires, with special emphasis on your own 
plant hazards. Impress on your men the importance 
of calling the public fire department without delay 
whenever a blaze, however small, breaks out. 

Since fire prevention is a good deal cheaper than fire 
fighting, stress how to unearth hazards and eliminate 
them. Keep up a constant barrage of publicity to call 
managers’ and workers’ attention to the need for fire 
safety in order to maintain production and _ jobs.

Two-hand controls

one time to make the machine work. 

This type of control can be wired 
for three, four, or a dozen people 
who work at the same machine. 


How to beat bandsaw accidents 


A Lot OF injuries from working with bandsaws have 
taken place because the saw blades were kept under the 
wrong amount of tension. 

Joe Daley, Stone Container Corp., Chicago, found a 
way to warn the bandsaw operator immediately if the 
saw blade tension got out of line. Daley, when he cams 
up with his idea, was on the plant safety committee. 

You regulate bandsaw blade tension with a band 
screw, The screw moves a sliding sleeve at either the 
upper or lower wheel of the saw. Where the sleeve is, 
determines tension. The operator has to watch the 
sleeve to make sure the tension is right—and often he 
doesn’t.

Lies Lie in 


Don’T SPEND your time talking about accident frequency 
and severity. It lessens your importance in the eyes of 
management, bores supervisors, encourages cheating 
on safety records. That’s the opinion of Joseph J. 
Moore, veteran West Coast safety director and out 
spoken critic of ASA standard Z16.1. 

An OccuPaTionaL Hazarps editor reminded Moore 
that many safety men contend there’s nothing basically 
wrong with the frequency and severity system. The 
editor quoted a safety authority who had written that 
“what we have to do is build a sense of ethics among 
all safety specialists so that frequency and _ severity 
statistics are fully understood, not misused.” 

Moore was ready for that one. 

“I’m sure that we can build a sense of ethics among 
all safety specialists as soon as human nature is changed, 
which I expect to happen after Judgment Day. I’m 
sure that frequency and severity statistics are under 
stood all too well, and through the juggling done by 
some of them [safety directors] the true picture of 
accident and injury prevention will never be known.” 


Hurts to rely on statistics 
Moore was convinced safety. directors do themselves 
more harm than gooc when they give management the 


idea that statistics teil the whole story of safety per- 
formance. 
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the Figures 


“Tf we show our superiors a low frequency rate,” 
he said, “and they, during the course of the year, are 
laying out thousands of dollars to repair damages due 
to accidents or injuries, who are we kidding? Does the 
low frequency rate prove to the company or to the world 
the fine job we are doing, or show what big liars we 
really are?” 

In his long career in safety, Moore added, he’s seen 
many a safety department which did little more than 
make out accident reports, and whose director was 
nothing but “a contest piddler and poster hanger.” 

By hanging on for dear life to these vague and 
supposedly all-encompassing safety statistics, Moore 
said, the director fosters a misconception of what it 
takes to administer a safety program. 

He fares as badly with department supervisors, 
also, according to Moore. A favorite bit of strategy 
among the statistic-conscious is to credit department 
supervision for a low frequency rate. The supervisor 
is thus provided with an incentive for doing a top-flight 
safety job, or so the theory goes. Moore quarrelled 
with it. He maintained the average supervisor doesn’t 
know what frequency and severity are all about and 
doesn’t care to learn, for the supervisor can see no 
relationship between a set of statistics and his own daily 
accident prevention problems. 

Instead of citing mysterious figures, Moore felt, the

Safety Men With Muscle 


A SAFETY director without strong enforcement powers 
is a little like the master of ceremonies of a variety 
show. He brings on the acts with plenty of superlatives 
and hopes they live up to the billing. If they don’t, all 
he can do is wince. 


Too concerned with popularity 


The veteran safety director of a large midwestern 


plant told us: “This business of plugging away patiently 
in an effort to sell safety to supervisors, plant engineers, 
and production workers is an important part of our 
job. But we’re kidding ourselves if we think everyone 


in the plant will hop on the safety bandwagon just be 


cause the safety director is a smart psychologist and a 


reasonable guy.” 


This man—we'll call him Smith—is responsible for 
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the accident prevention program in a plant employing 
over 3,500. He believes in the three E’s of safety 
education, engineering, and enforcement. He thinks 
too many safety men limp along as teachers and en- 
gineers without using enforcement powers. 

“Some of them,” Smith said, “are apparently more 
concerned with being popular than they are with run 
ning a safety program. Others aren’t given enough 
authority by their management, which prefers that 
production supervision handle plant discipline. 

“Let’s face it: Foremen, engineers, and supervisors 
in general might have the best intentions in the world. 
They’re hard-working, cooperative, and _ intelligent. 
They are not, however, safety specialists. In the final 
analysis, enforcement of safety regulations is the safety 
director’s responsibility.”

3orich moved from Detroit to a smaller town in 
Michigan when his job in an automobile plant ended. 
There, he got another job. He, his wife, and his three 
children lived in a trailer camp. The trailer was 
crowded. The kids were always underfoot. Mrs. Borich 
found it hard to stay cooped up all day, wanted to eat 
out every night. That ran up living costs. The oldest

child, a boy, began playing hooky. The younger girls 
complained of having nowhere to play. 

Borich’s work suffered. His foreman guessed he had 
trouble with his wife, told Borich to snap out of it, 
even discussed the matter with the personnel manager. 
Borich wasn't producing as he should, but had a good 
record and plenty of ability. He was kept on. 

He arrived at the plant one morning fresh from a 
family quarrel. He fought the battle over again in his 
mind, thought of all the things he should have said. 


Why, Borich never could explain; but his machine 


started when he wasn’t expecting it. Work jammed in 
the housing. Borich’s arm was a bloody pulp. 

At the Menninger Foundation, Topeka, Kan., 
psychologists found that 90 percent of a group of 25 
industrial accidents took place after the victims had 
been emotionally upset. (OccUPATIONAL HAzarps, 
April 1959, “Protecting the Whole Man: Mental 
Health.” ) The Borich experience wasn’t at all unusual. 

It’s a shame Borich’s foreman and personnel man-

ager didn’t recognize the symptoms of a bad accident 
about to happen. For they could have arranged for ex- 
pert help for the Borich family that might have stopped 
the accident-producing spat before it started. 

The help could have come, without cost to Borich’s 
employer and with little or no cost to Borich himself, 
from the local Family Service Association. There are 
284 groups like this affiliated with the Family Service 
Association of America. They spread across the United 
States and Canada. In most instances, their chief 
financial support comes from United Appeal or Com- 
munity Chest funds. 

Take the Cleveland group. It’s 75 years old. It has 
branch offices throughout the city. On its staff are ex- 
perienced professional counsellors, all with master’s 
degrees in social work. It provides a homemaker 
service, to help men who have lost their wives keep their 
children with them. It cuts across all the varieties of 
human troubles, furnishes sound advice and practical 
ideas to lick them. 

Other associations of the same kind, from Montreal 
to San Diego, in towns of many sizes, work in the 
same way. More and more, personnel managers, safety 
directors, plant superintendents, and foremen are 
recommending that workers upset by personal problems 
talk to Family Service Association people. In 1958, for 
instance, 1 out of every 100 Greater Cleveland families 
made use of the local association’s services.

Failing marriage led to injury 


Mrs. Birdie Thomas, 45, was a cutter in a textile 
plant. She had worked there 2 years, had an excellent 
record. Then, in a single day, she let her electric cutter 
slip twice. The slips ruined 60 garments, injured Mrs. 
Thomas painfully. 

The personnel manager, who doubled in accident in- 
vestigations, interviewed her the next day. Mrs.

Thomas was, he said later, “distraught and tearful, 
murmuring repeatedly that things were in such a ter 
rible mess at home, she had done her best not to let her 
worry affect her work, but she guessed now she’d better 
quit.” 

The personnel manager referred her to the Family 
Service Association. 

In 3 months, Mrs. Thomas had 12 interviews with 
an association staff member. Her husband asked for 
separate interviews. The problem: Their marriage, 
then 25 years old, was falling apart. Thomas was seeing 
another woman, had moved out of the house the night

A trucking company manager referred Horace 

evans to the Family Service Association. 

Bevans was checkout man, handled a lot of orders, 
worked with a lot of drivers. He wanted a job near 
home. His wife drank too much, and Bevans felt he had 
to get home for lunch to take care of the children. Often 
he got back late to his job. Orders didn’t go out on time. 
Accuracy suffered. The boss sympathized with him, but 
said he’d have to arrange something different for his 
lunch hours or find another job.

“In her interviews, talking haltingly at first and then 
freely, answering carefully-put questions, Mrs. Thomas 
learned much about herself. She discovered she had not 
been ready, in any way, for the responsibilities of mar 
riage, that in an effort to escape these responsibilities 
she had filled her life with busy-ness—part-time jobs, 
wages instead of shared planning and pleasure, things 
instead of companionship. Although she badly wanted 
to love and be loved, she was so afraid of being rejected 
and hurt that she didn’t dare reach out or show her own 
aifection.” 

Thomas went back home. “His return,” reported the 
association, ‘together with Mrs. Thomas’ new-found 
knowledge about herself, was the occasion for their first 
real communication with each other, a real talking-out 
of each other’s problems, needs, and hopes.” 

The personnel manager at the textile plant said Mrs. 
Thomas again was competent, steady, hard-working 
and accident-free. 
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\ staff worker interviewed Bevans and his wife 
separately. The report: ‘“Bevans provoked her drinking 
in order to increase her dependence on him. When she 
drank too much, she needed him to help her, which was 
the only time he seemed important to her. His coming 
home at noon to take care of the children only made her 
feel less and less needed.” 

The task isn’t over yet, but the caseworker started 
helping Mrs. Bevans fight her excessive drinking. Mrs. 
Bevans was persuaded to take more responsibility 
Bevans didn’t have to go home for lunch, was gradually 
brought to realize that adding to his wife’s feeling of 
inadequacy wasn’t a good steppingstone toward build 
ng up his own feeling of importance. 

Bevans kept his job. 


Nerves got out of hand 


A steel company foreman told Isaac Hendryx he 
ought to see the Family Service Association. The fore- 
man thought Hendryx had grown too nervous, de- 
pressed, and irritable over the last 2 months. 

Hendryx, 38, was an assembler. He had a good work 
record. But he recently had been off the job a good 
deal, often showed up unshaven. He broke down when 
the foreman approached him about it. 

His wife, Hendryx said, was about to leave him after 
17 years of marriage. She said she couldn’t stand hav- 
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ing him around, and she wished he were dead. She 
stayed away from home most of the time. Hendryx 
could think of nothing but his domestic troubles. 

The FSA staffer focussed on giving Hendryx back 
his lost self-confidence, so that he could hold his job 
safely while he and the staffer tried to save the mar 
riage. 

The marriage couldn’t be salvaged. Mrs. Hendryx 
left. But Hendryx got the feeling life was worth living, 
anyway, that his children needed him, that he had to 
show interest in his job and other people in order to be 
reasonably happy in spite of his difficulties. 

Hendryx held on to his job. He was at work regu 
larly, showed a far more pleasant frame of mind. 

If the study by the Menninger Foundation is valid 
for industry as a whole as well as for the 25 accidents it 
surveyed, the Hendryx experience meant one more ac 
cident was stopped before it got well under way. 


Brain tumor led to job hazards 


Another foreman—this one at an automobile plant 
suggested Pete Kovalski talk to the FSA. 

Kovalski had a lot of physical difficulties. He got 
dizzy at work. He had bad headaches. He frequently 
had to take time out to rest. His foreman worried about 
two things: Could Kovalski keep on working? Could 
he work safely? 

Kovalski was married, had three children. He told 
the caseworker his foreman was a worry wart, but h¢ 


wanted to do right by him so he agreed to see the FSA. 
He said he could go weeks without being dizzy; he just 
had headaches, which would go away quickly. 

Kovalski couldn’t afford regular physical checkups. 
He seemed to be trying to hide fear that something seri- 
ous was wrong with him. Over 6 weeks, the FSA 
managed to get him to see a doctor, found that he was 
afraid of a brain tumor, about which he had read a 
great deal. 

The doctor discovered Kovalski did have a brain 
tumor. An operation was successful. Kovalski went 
back to work on a limited schedule almost at once, was 
working full time—and without the danger of falls or 
machine accidents due to dizziness—within 6 months. 


Trained counselling a preventive 

Family Service Associations are counselling groups. 
They don’t furnish financial aid, as a rule, although 
they usually can tell those they work with where to go 
to get financial aid. They help anybody, regardless of 
income. If you charge at all, the fee is small. 

It takes trained counselling to solve many of the 
troubles that arise in almost any family. FSA service 
gives your workers just that, in a way no one can object 
to. There’s no obligation on the part of either you or 
your company when you ask someone to visit your local 
FSA office. And the request may well prevent serious 
injury or disease that will be bad for you and your 
worker alike. @ ©

On his final night in New York, Lynch and his wife;

The job was done 


The following morning, more than 8 months after his 
accident, Lynch walked out of the hospital and took the 
train to his home in Latrobe, Pa., to spend Christmas 
with his wife and children. Early in 1959 he returned t 
work. His walk wasn’t so brisk as it had been, 
was getting about well under his own power, w 
as efficiently as ever. 

Lynch now drives to and from work in an automobile 
with conventional controls. He knows from experienc 
in the institute’s pool that he can swim. He hopes to get 
out on the golf course for an occasional nine holes. He 
has the example of other amputees who golf regularly 
and well. 

The Institute of Physical Medicine & Rehabilitation 
gave Lynch the confidence he needed to overcome his 
handicap and live a normal, productive life. At the same 
time, Alco Products, which paid all the rehabilitation 
expenses under the company’s self-insurance program 
and arranged for Lynch’s treatment, saved a promisit

Was this an accidental injury? 


Lee E. BEERMAN was a pumper for Rigdon & Bruen 
Co. About 30 minutes after returning from a power 
house where he was doing some work, he died of a 
heart attack.

This engine had a belt 90 feet long and 10 
or 12 inches wide. It was part of Beerman’s job to see 
that the engine was running and that the belt was 
properly adjusted.

tional situation present.” Another doctor testified the 
same thing. 

The sole question was whether McClain’s heart at- 
tack was an accident arising out of and in the course 
of his employment. The mere fact that it was suffered 
during the course of his work did not of itself entitle 
him to benefits under the workmen’s compensation act. 
And the presumption was that heart disease is the re- 
sult of natural causes. The one seeking compensation 
must show that his work was a contributing cause of 
the injury. 

The court said that, in view of the medical testimony 
and the evidence that emotional and nervous tension 
arose from the integration problem, the combined cir- 
cumstances proved a causal connection. 

Claim allowed.

How much exertion is too much? 


Dip Acgert E. WILLIAMs die because of an industrial 
injury due to overexertion? 

Williams, nearly 61, had been an employee of the 
Stimson Milk Co. for 25 years. For more than 10 
years, he had been a millwright. He changed blades on 
the sawdust machine once a week, or more often if 
necessary. He was a strong man, weighing about 200 
pounds. He was 5 feet, 11 inches tall and accustomed 
to heavy work. 

Three months before his death, Williams’ doctor 
found he had contracted a coronary heart disease. 
Williams was under treatment for it until he died. 

On the days when Williams changed the saw blades, 
he went to work an hour early, since the job required 
that much time. There were four methods by which 
the blades could be changed. Two required a great deal 
of strenuous work ; two were much easier. 

One day, on orders from his foreman, Williams 
arrived at work an hour early to change the blades. A 
couple of hours after the job was done, he told other 
workers that he did not feel well. They said he was 
pale and walked slowly and he “couldn’t get his wind.” 

Williams drove home, staggered up the steps into the 
house, and complained to his wife of a pain in the 
chest. He told her he “had just been changing saws.” 
He died soon after. 

Mrs. Williams claimed death benefits. The Stimson 
Milk Co. contended that Williams’ heart attack wasn’t 
an industrial injury because there was no direct evi- 
dence that Williams actually changed the saw blades on 
the day of his attack. Even if he did change them, the 
employer said, it could not be inferred that Williams, 
with 10 years’ experience at this work, would have 
chosen one of the more strenuous ways to do it. 

The court agreed with the employer. It said that, 
to find that an industrial accident occurred, it would 
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have to draw conclusions from circumstantial evidence 
and pyramid one inference upon another. That is, it 
would have to hold that Williams did change the saw 
blades that morning and that he did choose one of the 
more strenuous methods of doing the job. 

The court concluded that since Williams had done 
this work at least once a week for 10 years, it was 
reasonable to assume that whatever method he used on 
the morning of his attack would not have been enough 
of a departure from his usual routine to produce an 
industrial injury. 

Claim disallowed.

Helping traffic part of job 

Tue Hupson Om Co. insisted there was no causal 
connection between Raymond J. Roth’s employment and 
the accident which caused his injuries. 

Roth was manager of one of the company’s filling 
stations. It was his express duty to take the receipts to 
the bank near the close of each day’s business. 

On January 22, 1957, it was snowing heavily. The 
streets in Kansas City were slick. Roth left the station 
in his car with the company’s money sometime before 
4 p.m. and drove by the most direct route toward the 
bank. The bank was closed, but Roth habitually placed 
the company money in the night depository. 

Roth found his way blocked by a traffic jam. He 
stayed in his car for an hour or so waiting for the 
traffic to be unsnarled, but as the situation got no better 
and his gasoline got low, locked the money in the car 
and walked forward to learn the cause of the trouble. 
He found a car driven by a woman had skidded across 
the street, blocking it in both directions. 

Roth got into the stalled car and drove it up the hill 
with the aid of two other men. The traffic then was free 
to move and Roth walked back toward his own car. 
\n automobile approaching him from behind honked 
and made him jump, lose his footing, and fall on the ice 
He fell with his weight on his right arm. Although the 
arm hurt considerably, Roth got into his car, drove to 
the bank, and deposited the company money 

Roth’s employer contended he left the course of his 
employment by helping the woman driver and was not 
engaged in his employment when he was injured. The 
oil company maintained Roth was not hired to unsnarl 
traffic jams or do other such sideline tasks while he was 
on his way to the bank. The lower courts of Kansas 
agreed with the employer and denied Roth compen- 
sation. 

He appealed to the State supreme court. It reversed 
the decision, said it should be remembered that Roth had 
in his care a rather large amount of his employer’s 
money to get safely to a bank. It was growing cold and 
dark, and the money was insured only while en route 
to the bank. Under the circumstances, Roth certainly 
acted properly in taking whatever reasonable means 
he could to carry out the object of the trip. If it was

changes in the law 


West Virginia: More Paid Than Received 


Tue West Vircinia State Workmen's Compensation 
Fund, between October 1, 1913, and June 30, 1959, 
paid out almost $268 million for benefits and medical 
expense. Reserves to pay pending claims amounted to 
$75 million more. 

This total of approximately $342 million in benefits 
and reserves was $25 million above premiums received 
by the State fund during the same 46 years. 


Massachusetts Benefits Jump 11 Percent 


DECEMBER 7, 1959, maximum weekly benefits for total 
or partial disability rose from $40 to $45 in Massa- 
chusetts. Maximum total payments increased from 
$10,000 to $14,000 for total disability, from $12,000 
to $15,000 for partial. 

Each wholly dependent person got an additional 
weekly allowance of $6 (formerly $4). 


Nebraska Raised All Weekly Benefits 


LEGISLATIVE Bry 138 last year raised weekly compen- 
sation benefits in Nebraska from $34 to $37. 

The new benefits apply to death as well as to any 
legally recognized occupational disability. 


British Columbia Makes Many Revisions 


THE British CoLUMBIA compensation act was exten- 
sively revised in 1959. The act now provides some of 
the greatest benefits in Canada. 

The ceiling on annual earnings to be used in figuring 
benefits rose from $4,000 to $5,000. The lump sum 
payable to a widow on her husband’s death went from 
$100 to $250, and the widow’s monthly pension from 
$75 to $90. A common law wife was given the same 
standing as a widow, as far as benefits payable after 
remarriage were concerned. 

Benefits for each dependent child rose from $25 to 
$35 a month. An orphan child got $0 instead of $30. 

Several other industries were put under the act. 
Benefits were made payable from the date of injury 
for any disability that lasts more than 3 days. Thie 
definition of an accident was broadened so that the 
Workmen's Compensation Board could allow a claim 
for disability that arose over a period of time because 
of the kind of work the claimant did, or for any in- 
dustrial disease contracted because of the claimant's 
kind of work.

Chemical control of crab grass is 
offered by potassium cyanate, pheny!

PMA (phenyl mercuric acetate) re- 
quires very careful handling; it’s 
poisonous. Apply it dry with an 
ordinary fertilizer spreader.

the exact value of any plant fire 
protection program, we can set up 
two typical situations. 

A fire starts in Plant A, which 
has a strong firefighting organiza- 
tion. At the same time, a similar 
fire starts in Plant B, which has 
none. 

What happens in Plant A? 

1. The fire can’t spread rapidly, 
for the area around it always is kept 
clean. 

2. Thanks to planning and prac- 
tice, people get out of the fire area 
quickly, without confusion. 

3. As the fire is attacked with the 
proper extinguisher, firemen bring 
in reserve extinguishers and set up 
hoselines. 


4. The fire is put out fast, with

little damage from the extinguish- 
ing agent. 

5. Employees return to their jobs 
fast. Production starts again with 
little lost time. 

Plant B is different: 

1. Since no good housekeeping 
program has been in effect, the fire 
spreads rapidly through accumu 
lated waste and debris, perhaps 
through flammable dusts and liquids. 

2. In panic, employees try to jam 
through exits. 

3. Uninstructed workers use the 
wrong extinguishers. Perhaps they 
get electrical shocks, or 
they spread the flames. 

4. The public fire department 
finally arrives after a delayed alarm, 


perhaps 
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only to find plant fire hydrants 
aren't working and that no one can 
explain exactly what materials are 
burning. 

5. Wide damage to the plant oc- 
curs. Production can’t resume. Jobs 
are lost. The plant may even close 
permanently.

safety director should spend his 
time with suggesting 
ways to run safer departments and 
so reduce production and mainte- 
nance costs.

Investigations valid? 


Not only are statistics a handicap 
in selling a safety program to man- 
agement and supervisors, they’re 
equally useless to the safety director 
himself, Moore contended. The 
basis of statistics is investigation 
and reporting of accidents, but how 
conclusive are find 


ings? 


investigation 


Usually, they begin with the safety 
director going to the scene of the 
accident to look around. 
Afterwards, the department super 
visor gives his own version of the 
accident. Finally, the safety director 
gets the victim’s story. 


take a 


The supervisor, Moore said, is not 
likely to report anything that will 
jeopardize his job. The employee 
will not admit negligence on his part. 
How factual, then, is the accident 
report ? 

“IT know some safety men,” Moore 
said, “who are prosecutors, trial 
judges, and juries. In some cases, 
their opinion is swayed by how much 
they like the supervisor or employee 

or they will try to place the blame 
elsewhere. I have never felt that is 
safety or accident prevention work.” 

Moore believed that for every re 
portable accident that goes into the 
records, there are 15 that never find 
their way there. He pointed to the 
fact that frequency continues to 
drop, while accident costs continue 
to soar. 

Moore also questioned the arith 
metic of hidden costs. 

“When we refer to the hidden 
costs of an accident or injury,” he 
said, “some use the figure 4, others 
use the figure 7. I think if we added 
the two together, then multiplied the 
costs, we still would be far from the 
true costs of accidents because of 
the way we arrive at our table of 
statistics.” 

Proponents of the statistical sys- 
tem now generally in use (Ameri- 
can Standard Z16.1) say it gives the 
safety director a yardstick for 


o- ca - 
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measuring his plant’s performance 
against other plants in the same 
industry. Moore didn’t buy that one, 
either. 

“How many plants in the same 
industry,” he asked, “have the same 
operation, exposures, working and 
weather conditions’ For 
why compare a California job with 


instance, 


a similar job going on at Massena, 
N.Y.? The temperature in Massena 
can get as cold as a safety man’s 
heart! It’s easy to see that weather 
conditions expose personnel to haz 
ards in the New York job that are 


not given a second thought at the 
California plant.” 

Moore felt many safety directors 
accept frequency and severity statis- 
tics because they’ve learned over a 
period of years how to juggle them 
to their own advantage. He insisted 
they would do better to add to their 
technical knowledge and to brush up 
on management techniques in the 
interest of accident prevention, 
rather than waste time compiling 
figures, which he regarded as little 
than a meaningless post 
mortem. ®@ ®@

Smith believes that delay in cor- 
recting hazards or unsafe work 
practices can be fatal. In a plant of 
any size, he said, there are always 
foremen who say they'll eliminate 
hazards when you bring them to 
their attention. They mean it. But in 
the press of production, they put off 
the correction. 

This isn’t a cue for the safety di- 
rector to make like a Bull of the 
Woods. Instead, Smith thinks, it’s 
time for an earnest, low-key re- 
minder that action must be taken 
immediately—or the matter will be 
taken up with the boss. 

The inspection report, meanwhile, 
should reflect the safety director’s 
dissatisfaction. This report should 
be required reading of all managers. 

If these methods don’t get action, 
it’s time to pull out all stops. If a 
worker persists in an unsafe act, the 
safety director should be able to lay 
him off or fire him. If the hazard is 
mechanical, the safety director 
should tag out the machine. Smith 


has the authority to do what he 
recommends in his own plant. He 
uses it when necessary. 

Smith said: “Twenty years ago, 
when I was still wet behind the ears 
as a safety engineer, I was heading 
for the far end of the shop. On my 
way I noticed a machine operator 
who was riding the treadle to in- 
crease his production speed. Each 
time the machine processed a part, 
he placed his hands in the dangerous 
point of operation zone. I made a 
mental note to tell him about it on 
the way back, but 10 minutes later, 
when I passed the machine again, 
the man had lost a thumb. I’ve been 
plenty impatient with delay in cor- 
recting an unsafe situation ever 
since.” 


Technicians careless 


More and more highly-skilled spe- 
cialists and technicians enter modern 
industry. The safety director must 
consult with them to stay on top of 
his job. But he can never assume 
that because these people know 
processes or chemicals, they’re con- 
scious of hazards and take the neces-

sary precautions in dealing with 
them. 

As a group, Smith maintained, 
technicians and scientists are pre- 
occupied with whether the equip- 
ment or material will do the job it 
is intended to do. Safety isn’t their 
main consideration. Sometimes they 
overlook it entirely. 

Smith documented this opinion 
with a couple of case histories. 


“During the war,” he said, “and 
for a time afterwards, I was safety 
director in the chemical industry. 
There were six Ph.D.’s on the safety 
committee with me. Every one was 
a brilliant man. But what they 
didn’t know about industrial safety, 
even about hazards related to mate- 
rials they were working with every 
day, would have filled volumes. 
This is a fact of life I’ve since 
learned to live with. 

“Just recently, a dust collection 
engineer approached me with a de- 
sign for a new dust collection sys-

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tem. He talked enthusiastically of 
how our problems were over, and 
traced the path of the dust as it was 
pulled up to the roof. The only thing 
he overlooked was that the operator 
of the machine was smack in the 
path of the dust being collected. We 
were able to modify the design to 
pull the dust away from the oper- 
ator, then upward.” 

Smith holds that when the safety 
director deals with engineers and 
scientists he must be ready to do 
battle with them when they overlook 
safety. He must have and use his 
authority to nip any unsafe new de- 
sign or process in the bud. 


Questioned authority 


Smith had an ally in another safe- 
ty director across town. This man— 
we'll call him Jones—had taken over 
as safety director 2 years earlier in 
a plant with 2,200 production 
people. 

“Believe me, I learned to double 
check on our engineering depart- 
ment during the first 6 months on 
this job,” Jones said. “Trouble 
started when a line of machinery 
with inadequate guards was in- 
stalled. The plant manager blew the 
whistle to start production, and I 
promptly blew the whistle to stop it. 
That line hadn’t been shut down 5 
minutes when the fun began.” 

The plant manager was mad. 
Guards were on the machine, he 
said, and they were plenty good 
enough. He questioned Jones’ right 
to shut down an entire line. When 
Jones held firm, the manager called 
company headquarters. He learned 
then that Jones was acting within 
his authority. New guards were in- 
stalled promptly. 

Not long after, Jones ordered 
safety enclosures for a machine. He 
felt tongs didn’t protect the operator 
well. The production department’s 
grumbles changed to cheers when 
production rose 25 percent after the 
enclosures were installed. 

Jones ordered guards and electric 
limit switches on machinery the en- 
gineering department had okayed. 
He had four men assigned to oper- 
ate a machine ordinarily operated 
by one, until an automatic loader 
arrived which would keep the oper- 
ator away from danger. He author- 
ized run buttons at eye levels, an 
addition to ordinary guards, so the 
operator could control the cycle. En- 
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gineering hadn’t thought them neces- 
sary. 


Assumes responsibility 


In each instance, Jones had to 
fight for what he believed necessary. 
Engineers might not have gone 
along with these costly improve- 
ments if he hadn’t demonstrated in 
the past that he would use his con- 
siderable enforcement powers. 

Jones has no quarrel with the en- 
gineering department. He told of 
the many hazards the engineers have 
spotted, of the times they’ve tagged 
out machines until hazards were 
climinated. He works closely with 
engineers. They come to him for ad- 
vice on safety. He goes to them for 
technical advice. But he realizes he’s 
the one man above all others respon 
sible for plant safety. He will not 
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shirk his responsibility, even if it 
means an occasional hassle. 

“I think too many safety men 
have gone overboard on practical 
psychology and the soft sell,” he 
said. “They have their place, but 
when the chips are down and battle 
lines are drawn, you’ve got to take 
a stand and maintain it. 

“Sure it pays off to approach most 
workmen courteously, to reason 
with them and request their cooper- 
ation. But in any large group, there 
are always the guys who only under- 
stand ‘Do it or else.’ 

“In dealing with supervisors and 
engineers, there’s a time for patience 
and there’s a time when patience is 
a luxury you can’t afford without 
courting disaster. 

“The safety director who is strict- 
ly a coordinator just isn’t doing his 
job.” dl
